Be Presented In October 


October has long been estab- 
lished as an official Country 
Music Month across the United 
States. 

One of the biggest activities 
during this month is the Coun- 
try Music Association Awards. 
The awards will be televised via 
Kraft Music Hall again this 
year. 

Two nominating ballots have 
been mailed out to thousands of 
industry and CMA members. 


For three months we have 
announced the raise in subscrip- 
tion price of Country Music 
Trail from the very low $3.00 a 
year to $4.00 a year. In accord- 
ance with the wage-price freeze, 
our rates will remain at $3.00 
for another 90 days. 

The freeze will also delay 
postal increases expected and 


holds other costs down to the 


point that we are only happy to 
hold the very low price of our 
subscriptions. 

One further reason for the 
increase in rates was the fact of 
our increase in coverage, quali- 
ty and 4color printing. Ever- 
yone will be happy to note that 
we are continuing to improve 
the quality and quantity of 
Country Music news and will 
promise to do so every month. 


Country Music Trail would 
like to give recognition to all 
the persons listed on the second 
ballot, prior to the elimination 
of all but five in each category 
which will be announced in mid- 
September.

How Can A Country 


Journalist Survive? 


The following article was submitted by staff writer 
Gary Hensley. His comments on the role of a Journalist in 
Country Music are organized and well described. 


by Gary Hensley 


I have been writing columns 
almost full time on the subject 
of country music. I admit that 
my first columns were rough, 
but they were a sincere effort to 
broadcast via the printed word 
my interpretations of country 
music happenings. I am a de- 
voted fan of country music and 
I, therefore, want to further 
country music appreciation 
around the world. Country mu- 
sic is American music. A dis- 
tinct brand of music that Amer- 
icans can label as ‘‘ours.’’ Now 
in my fourth year as a country 
journalist, I see about me a 
great and needed flow of coun- 
try music papers. Most are very 
successful. Hundreds of people 
make a successful country mu- 
sic newspaper and these people 
need cooperation from stars, 
fan clubs, booking agencies, 
managers, radio stations, etc. 


Ninety per cent of the time, 
they get full cooperation from 
all of these people. Yet, this 
industry should be completely 
accessable to (100 per cent) the 
country reporter. I cannot live 
on the income I make from 
writing about country music. 
That wasn’t my intention. My 
compensation comes from the 
readers I hear from and hope- 
fully advancing the country 
music business. And way back 
in my mind, I tell myself late at 
night when my eyes confuse the 
letters on my typewriter, that 
someone out there is collecting 
Gary Hensley articles. It is a 
fantastic stimulus. 


Why do I sit down for hours 
and write about country music? 
Why does a gardener spend all 
day in his garden? A painter at 
his canvas? Because we enjoy 
what we are doing mainly. We 
are creating. Why should I 
write about Buck Owens, John- 
ny Cash, The Hagers, Sonny 
James, etc.? Number one, be- 
cause I like them. Secondly, 
because they have always taken 
time to talk to me in depth at 
conventions. And last, because 
they are moving country music 
forward in a sincere manner. 
There are many artists who are 
patient and kind to the aspiring 
journalist. But there are those, 
too, who seem to be able to do 
without our. comments. 


I hope the ten per cent figure 
of uncooperatives will not grow 
but will diminish. Country peo- 
ple are known for the warm and 
friendly people they are. Any- 
thing less is disappointing. One 
thing we all can rely on — the 
country public. The country 
public can become fed up or 
disgusted with an artist very 
quickly and they will stop pa- 
tronizing his shows and they 
will stop buying his records. 


Who is a country journalist? 
A person who records facts 
about the phases of country 
music? Almost. Many fan club 
presidents go unrecognized as 
country journalists or recor- 
ders. Anyone who writes or ed- 
its or publishes a_ periodical 
about and for country music is 
a contributor to country music’s . 
success. 


Back to artists. For every 
artist who rejects an attempt to 
be reported on, there are ten 
who will be most happy to coop- 
erate and they will usually ‘‘go 
beyond the call of duty” to 
make sure you get what you 
want. I have talked to Chet At- 
kins several times in Nashville 
and he has been most kind. 
Others like Buck and Johnny 
keep me going and make it 
worthwhile. 

I am proud of the fact that I 
am an independent journalist 
who can listen to a local coun- 
try picker and if I think he is 
good, I can write about him. I 
am glad I am able to write 
about our superstars and even 
defend them. I once defended 
Buck Owens in a paper and lost 
my column there. 


What about education? Well, 
everything takes study. I have 
studied writing, but mainly I get 
in and go see the artists to 
learn firsthand what just exact- 
ly is going on. 


Yes, I can survive. I will 
continue to pour forth words 
about real country music. But, I 
won’t waste words. As far as 
mail goes, I’m ahead. Nobody 
has written me any nasty let- 
ters this year — yet. 

This brief article will give 
you an idea of what a country 
writer can expect. I will sur- 
vive, but a letter of encourage- 
ment from my ficticious article 
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Love Takes A Lot of My 
Time by Skeeter Davis is on the 
RCA Victor label. Bouncing 
right back from ‘‘Bus Fare to 
Kentucky,”’ Skeeter has another 
hit single, ‘Love Takes A Lot of 
My Time” which is featured on 
this album. ‘“‘I Can’t Seem to 
Say Goodbye,’ ‘Fire and 
Rain,” ‘‘Mama Your Big Girl’s 
‘Bout to Cry,” ‘Amazing 
Grace,” and “If You Could 
Read My Mind.” are some of 
the other tunes done by the 
young sweet voice of Skeeter 
Davis. Complete with banjo, 
love, and good country singing, 
this is a great album.

Their entertainment experi- 
ence included Renfro Valley, 
WLS National Barn Dance, 
Roy Rogers T.V. special, Jubi- 
lee USA, WSM Grand Ole 
Opry, Jackie Gleason Show, 
and radio WNOX in Knoxville.

First ‘Wagon Master’ named 


The Governor of the State of 
Tennessee, Winfield Dunn, was 
made the first ‘Honorary Wa- 
gonmaster” in a special cere- 
mony in his office at the Ten- 
nessee State Capitol on Tues- 
day, August 17. 

Presenting the framed Scroll 
to Governor Dunn were Porter 
Wagoner, Dolly Parton, Don 
Warden, and Tandy Rice. Wa- 
goner and Warden formed The 
Wagonmasters 20 years ago, 
and the organization became 
one of the most popular country 
music entertainment units in 
history. Miss Parton is the fea- 
tured female star with Wagon- 
er’s roadshow and _ television 
cast, while Don Warden is 
Wagoner’s Administrative As- 
sistant and Road Manager. 
Tandy Rice is President of Top 
Billing, Inc., the Nashville book- 
ing agency which represents 
Wagoner. 

In accepting the Honorary 
Wagonmaster Scroll, Governor 
Dunn said: “I have only begun 
to realize the tremendous im- 
pact that music has on the life 
of Tennessee, and being one of 
the people who has contributed 
so much down through a num- 
ber of years, you deserve our 
thanks, thanks from everybody 
in Tennessee. And Dolly and all 
of those who mean so much.

Jingles Produced 
For Country 
Music Month 


Through the efforts of a 
number of Nashville’s music 
industry citizens, specially cre- 
ated jingles have been produced 
for CMA’s annual Country Mu- 
sic Month promotion. The pack- 
age contains seven jingles 
which will be distributed to ev- 
ery Country Music radio station 
in the United States for public 
service airing during the month 
of October. 

The Nashville Edition, Hur- 
schel Wiginton, Delores Edgin, 
Joe Babcock and June Page, 
performed vocally on the ses- 
sion which was produced by Vic 
Willis. The jingles were written 
by Richard Garratt. Each of 
these individuals contributed 
their talent and time for produc- 
tion of the jingles. 

The following people and/ or 
organizations also contributed 
their efforts toward the produc- 
tion of the jingles: Paul Wilder 
and AFTRA; Harold Hitt, Mike 
Figlio and Columbia Records; 
and Joe Talbot and Precision 
Record Pressing. In Canada, 
Mr. George Taylor of Rodeo 
Records, has recorded 27 spots, 
which will be sent out to the 
Canadian stations on an LP. 
Mr. Taylor and Rodeo Records 
consumed the cost of having the 
spots cut, edited, mastered, 
pressed and distributed. 

Other projects for promoting 
Country Music Month are devel- 
oping rapidly, according to Roy 
Horton, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee. Banners calling special 
attention to Country Music 
Month are being distributed to 
radio stations by the hundreds, 
and the stations will place the 


banners in record retail outlets 
in their markets. 

On behalf of CMA, Johnny 
Cash requested proclamations 
from the Governors of the 50 
states. Official documents from 
the following states have been 
received: Alaska, Arkansas, 
Indiana, Kentucky, Mississippi, 
Montana, New Jersey, North 
Dakota, South Dakota; Texas, 
Vermont, Virginia and Wyo- 
ming. The committee is hopeful 
that President Nixon will again 
proclaim October Country Mu- 
sic Month for the Nation. 

Promotional packages and 
entry forms for the annual 
Country Music Month radio sta- 
tion contest will be mailed the 
first of September. The kit will 
contain the new jingles, as well 
as voice promotional spots by 
Country Music artists and pro- 
motion ideas. A first, second, 
and third place winner will be 
selected by a panel of judges 
and special plaques will be 
awarded each station. 

Through the efforts of Horton 
and Bob Austin, Publisher of 
RECORD WORLD and a mem- 
ber of the Committee, RCA, 
Decca and Dot-Paramount Re- 
cords will be using the ‘Country 
Music Month” theme on all 
promotional materials during 
October. Other members of the 
Committee are: Hank Greer, 
Tom T. Hall, Walt Heeney and 
Irv Lichtman. 

CMA and its members ex- 
tend sincere gratitude to the 
above mentioned individuals 
and organizations for their con- 
tributions in promoting Country 
Music, The Sound of America.

The weather 
is typical August and the music pace is torrid as usual. 

O. B. McClinton and I finished a long, long tour which start- 
ed with seeing all the guys at WEEP in Pittsburgh, ditto WWVA 
Wheeling, Mike Hambrick WSLR Akron, record distributors in 
Cleveland, Mike Hoyer and Max Bennington at WHO. Really 
sorry we missed Smokey Smith. Had a most enjoyable lunch 
with Roy Stingley at WJJD. 

The following week, O. B. (“Country Music That’s My 
Thing”) McClinton and I had many great On-The-Air interviews 
and/or visits with Ron Rice KBOX, Bill Mack, Don Day and 
Art Davis WBAP Fort Worth. Had a lot of sales, promo talk 
with the one-stops and distributors. The following days had tons 
of laughs with Arch Yancey, Bill Bailey and Joe Ladd at KIKK. 
Jacky Ward at KENR was a gass also. Both Arch and Jackey 
also moonlight as entertainers. The Houston C & W scene is a 
very good one. Many country dance halls and tons of country 
pickers working every night. KENR recently got approval for 
broadcasting 24 hours. KIKK has been the C & W institution in 
the town but they’re a daytimer with a strong FM sister. 
Soooo0, it should be most interesting future for radio in this city. 

In San Antone, KBUC and KBER still battle tooth and nail. 
It’s a matter of promotion money for KBUC and the solid 
KBER. A. V. Bamford has been “Mr. Country Music San Anto- 
nio” for years and KBUC’s owner Tom Turner has spent loads 
of promotion money with billboards, deluxe remote units and 
hiring good radio people. All in all, good radio competition 
makes good record business. 

KBER recently lost Max Gardner to Nashville and Ron Ste- 
vens is now the M. D. The staff is most able with Terry White 
and Aaron Allen also pulling air tricks. 

KBUC has a couple of pros in Jim Travis P. D. and Andy 
(Don) Jackson handling music. Add Gene Crockett and Rocky 
Davis and that makes for a very solid staff. Andy Jackson was 
known as Don Jackson at WMTS Nashville/ Murfreesboro and 
also did promotion for Stop Records. Helluva cat .. . We took 
the tour of the Pearl Brewery. Yesssssss, we had quite a few 
cool ones during the tour. A most enjoyable day to say the least. 

The next week had visits with Jim Clemens and John Fox 
at WPLO Atlanta. Artie Payne, KWKH Shreveport, Johnny Jobe 
WSHO New Orleans, Charlie Douglas WWL and Dan Diamond 
WNOE-FM. New Orleans has never been a good selling market 
for country records but . . . with the combination of these three 
stations, the scene is changing. 

Funny thing happened at WWL while we were visiting 
Charlie Douglas. He had a call from a commercial fisherman 
200 miles north of Vancouver, B.C. Canada . . . Whatta signal 
. . . WNOE does a good C & W job on the FM. Dan Diamond 
has really done a nice number there. Ditto Johnny Jobe and 
Staff at WSHO. 
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Roy Clark’s school teachers 
said: ‘‘Roy will never amount to 
anything because he doesn’t 
take anything seriously.’’ They 
obviously weren’t aware that he 
took music seriously. 

At the age of 14 and still liv- 
ing in his native Meherrin, Vir- 
ginia, Roy Clark entered and 
won the national Country Music 
Banjo Championship. The fol- 
lowing year he won it again and 
earned a trip to Nashville for an 
appearance on the ‘‘Grand Ole 
Opry.” 

Roy decided then music was 
the life for him, but he also re- 
alized he would have to do more 
than just play the banjo well if 
he was to make it into the big- 
time. He started to polish up his 
vocal chords and while still in 
his early teens, he launched his 
new career as a vocalist-instru- 
mentalist on the Hayloft Con- 
servatory of Musical Interpreta- 
tion, a regional television show 
in Virginia. 

From there, Roy worked 
with Jimmy Dean on his early 
morning CBS television show — 
then with George Hamilton IV 
on his daily band, meeting and 
gaining the approval and en- 
couragement of such C & W 
greats as Hank Thompson. 
About this time Roy was finding 
many new directions for his 
many talents and decided to try 
it on his own. Before long he 
was in great demand and was 
making appearances on a num- 
ber of package shows in audito- 
riums and clubs. 

His first big vocal hit, “‘The 
Tips of My Fingers,” gave evid- 
ence that Roy knew what to do 
with a ballad. He added a mood 
and tenderness of expression 
that was exclusively “Roy 
Clark.” 

Although Roy had started as 
the winner in a banjo contest, 
he got his recording contract as 
a guitar virtuoso (steel, classic 
and 12-string) and established 
himself as a fine singer, this 
wasn’t enough. He mastered 
many other instruments, includ- 
ing violin, piano, trumpet, trom- 
bone, accordion and drums. 
However, even these are only 
secondary to Roy. In his own 
words, his specialty is ‘doing 
anything within reason that’s 
funny.” 

He has a rare, priceless fa- 
cility for making people laugh. 
As millions of viewers of Hee 
Haw will attest. “I’ve always 
been a clown,’’ Roy says, ‘‘just 
ask my teachers. They used to 
say I’d never amount to any- 
thing because I didn’t take any- 
thing seriously. Making people 
laugh is the greatest feeling in 
the world.” As the star of CBS- 
TV’s top rated show HEE HAW 
Roy Clark gets a chance each 
week to display the great varie- 
ty of talents he possesses. Roy 
gives his all at all times. He 
feels an obligation to his audi- 
ences and fulfills it majestical- 
ly. 
On signing a long term con- 
tract with Dot Records, Roy 
recorded another beautiful bal- 
lad entitled ‘““Yesterday When I 
Was Young,” which virtually 
overnight soared into the “Top 
40” charts around the nation. 
Several LP’s followed. ‘The 
Urban Suburban” found Roy in 
a strictly instrumental mood on 
banjo, guitar and 12-string. ““Do 
You Believe This Roy Clark” 
gave full license and range to 
his vocal talents, as did his 
“Yesterday When I Was 
Young” LP, which also resulted 
in a single release on his mean- 
ingful rendition of the classic

“September Song”’ and his “Ev- 
erlovin’ Soul” LP. His ‘Other 
Side of Roy Clark” album again 
demonstrates his guitar mas- 
tery. ‘‘His “I Never Picked Cot- 
ton” LP contains two big Roy 
Clark bits — “I Never Picked 
Cotton” and “Thank God and 
Greyhound.”’ 

Following a three year stint 
as a regular on Jimmy Dean’s 
show and a spell of co-hosting 
his own daytime show on NBC- 
TV “Swinging Country’”’ in 1966 
and 1967. Roy’s endless talents 
took on a new dimension when 
he played a dual role on ‘“‘The 
Beverly Hillbillies” as ‘Cousin 
Roy” and as “Big Mama Hal- 
sey.” 

His many other TV credits 


include the “Tonight Show,” 
“Flip Wilson Show” ‘Kraft 
Music Hall,” “John Wayne — 
Special,” “Hollywood Palace,” 
“Andy Williams Show,” the 
“Bing Crosby Christmas Spe- 
cial,” ‘‘The Tom Jones Show,” 
“Glen Campbell Show,” ‘Joey 
Bishop Show,” and the “Johnny 
Cash Show,” to name a few. 
Highlighting his TV history is 
Roy’s weekly starring job on 
CBS-TV’s hit ‘‘Hee Haw,” a va- 
riety hour that allots Roy the 
opportunity to apply his own 
variety of ‘“‘country corn to 
master instrumentalist” abili- 
ties.

Ralph Stanley Plays 
‘Clawhammer’ Style 


Continuing in a series of 
articles on Bluegrass, we 
bring you Ralph Stanley, a 
featured Bluegrass entertain- 
er this month. Watch each 
issue of Country Music Trail 
for news on Bluegrass and 
the artists that carry-on the 
tradition and sound still pop- 
ular-with many people today. 


One of the best known names 
in the field of bluegrass today is 
that of Ralph Stanley — the 
surviving member of the fa- 
mous Stanley Brothers team. 
Ralph’s popularity never dimin- 
ished after the death of his 
brother, Carter, in 1966. If any- 
thing, he is even better known 
today than ever, due partially to 
the recent upsurge in bluegrass 
music. 

On February 25, 1927, the 
remarkable Ralph Stanley made 
his debut in life. Born on a 
small farm in Virginia’s Clinch 
Mountains, Ralph was_intro- 
duced early in life to the old- 
time mountain music which was 
to become his main interest in 
life. His own mother taught him 
to play the banjo in the tradi- 
tional ‘‘clawhammer’’ _ style 
when he was just a child. Ralph 
later learned to play the popu- 
lar “bluegrass” banjo, but has 
retained a love for the claw- 
hammer style, and even to- 
day, makes it a point to include 
at least one clawhammer tune 
on every show. (His audience 
demands this and receives these 
tunes most enthusiastically.) 
Perhaps his interest in the old- 
time banjo accounts for his 
uniqueness in the bluegrass 
field. Definitely, the sound 
Ralph gets from his banjo has 
an old-timey ring. He is not a 
carbon-copy of every other blue- 
grass banjo picker. 

Ralph’s professional career 
began in 1946, after his return 
from the army. (Ralph served 
with General Patton’s 3rd Army 
in Germany during World War 
II.) He and his brother, Carter, 
formed their famous Clinch 
Mountain Boys group at this 
time. Soon they were playing on 
the “Farm and Fun Time” ra- 
dio show which was heard daily 
from WCYB in Bristol, Virginia. 
The Stanley Brothers were asso- 
ciated with this station for 
many years. Of course, they 
later performed on many radio 
and TV stations throughout the 
U.S.A. For seven years prior to 
Carter’s death, they had a syn- 
age TV show based in Flori- 

a. 

The Stanley Brothers made 
their first recording for Rich-R- 
Tone Records in 1946. From the 
first they were well received, 
and this launched a long and 
successful recording career. 
They later recorded on several 
well-known labels: Columbia, 
Mercury, BlueRidge, Decca, 
Starday, Folkways, King, Rim- 
rock. Some earlier Rich-R-Tone 
material has been released on 
the Melodeon label, and one 
Cabin Creek album was issued 
illegally. Ralph is presently 
recording for King. 

For many years the Stanley 
Brothers performed on universi- 
ty and college campuses 
throughout the U.S. and Cana- 
da. In fact, they pioneered in 
this area and are responsible 
for introducing many of the col- 
lege groups to bluegrass music. 
They also carried the old-time 
bluegrass sound to many small 
. theaters, parks ~ and ‘schools, 


performing before receptive 
audiences, large and small, all 
over their country. Later, they 
toured several foreign countries 
and were always well received 
wherever they went. Ralph and 
Carter received many awards 
honoring them for their music. 

Carter’s tragic death on Dec. 
1, 1966 was a terrible blow for 
Ralph. At first, he thought he 
could not continue, and at this 
time, he moved back to Virginia 
to care for his aging mother 
(Ralph’s mother is still living 
and is now 80-years-old), and to 
seek the security of a familiar 
setting. Ralph still lives on his 
old home place. The original 
home burned a few years ago, 
destroying many priceless items 
such as the banjo Ralph first 
learned to play and an untised 
collection of all the records and 
related material that they had 
ever made, but Ralph rebuilt on 
this site. Carter sleeps nearby. 
Both brothers have found the 
“Hills of Home.” 

Needless to say, Ralph is 
still one of the best loved of all 
the bluegrass performers. He 
still appears at colleges, folk 
festivals and bluegrass festivals 
throughout the country as well 
as the many out-of-the-way 
places where he meets the 
grass-root (bluegrass that is) 
people. One might say that 
Ralph has really kept his broth- 
er with us. Always, one senses 
an approving presence when 
Ralph walks out on the stage in 
his serious way and sings the 
bluegrass-soul songs for which 
he is so famous. Ralph has stat- 
ed that his purpose is to “‘pres- 
erve and promote old-time and 
bluegrass music.’’ He has done 
both repeatedly. When asked 
why he has never changed, 
Ralph explains that he can only 
sing one way and play one way 
and that it always comes out 
the ‘same way. We can be

thankful for this. As long as we 
have the music of Ralph Stan- 
ley, we will have a cultural tie 
which preserves a part of our 
original American heritage. 

Ralph’s immediate plans call 
for a tour of Japan in the near 
future, and a new King gospel 
album is planned. Meanwhile, 
Ralph has a new interest — a 
new daughter, Lisa Joy, born to 
he and his wife, Jimmi, last 
spring. Let’s hope that Lisa and 
Ralph’s adopted son, Timothy 
Edmond, will follow in their 
father’s footsteps. 

Currently, The Clinch Moun- 
tain Boys consists of Jack Cook, 
bass, Roy Lee Centers, lead 
singer and guitar, Curly Ray 
Cline, fiddle, and Ron Thomas, 
mandolyn. 

The Ralph Stanley Fan Club 
is also active and operating 
under. the motto ‘‘promoting 
and preserving old-time and 
bluegrass music.’’ Membership 
is $1.50 per year.

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Wagoner Roadshow To™ 
Be Self-contained Unit 


A major shift in policies gov- 
erning the booking of the Porter 
Wagoner roadshow unit goes 
into effect January 1, 1972, ac- 
cording to an announcement 
from Wagoner, administrative 
assistant and road manager 
Don Warden, and Tandy Rice, 
President of Top Billing, Inc., 
Wagoner’s booking agency. 

The two most significant 
changes are: (1) that Wagon- 
er’s roadshow will work exclu- 
sively as a self-contained unit, 
discontinuing its former partici- 
pation in package shows with 
other acts, and (2) the Porter 
Wagoner package will be direct- 

at the smaller, secondary 
markets, in effect bringing top- 
name country entertainment 
into areas heretofore ‘“‘unsatur- 
ated’”’ with live country shows. 

Wagoner’s decision comes at 
a time when his roadshow is 


“one of the most heavily booked 


country attractions in history. 
His television series, syndicated 
and produced by Show-Biz, Inc., 
starring his roadshow cast, is 
the most widely circulated, 
most popular show of its type in 
television history. His RCA re- 
cordings, those of his featured 
female artist Dolly Parton, and 
their duet recordings literally 
always become top hits, fre- 
quently winning the industry’s 
major awards in the process. 

The decision to change policy 
was made several months ago 
entirely by Wagoner and War- 
den in response to several fac- 
tors. Wagoner alluded first to 
the difficulty created by time 
limitations at package shows 
featuring four or five major 
acts. Explaining further, Tandy 
Rice said, “With Porter and 
Dolly just by themselves there 
are three full-fledged major 
acts: each individual is a super- 
star, and their duet work has 
become an incredible phenome- 
non. So it’s an injustice to give 
the fan only 45 minutes’ worth 
of all that talent. Plus we have 
Speck Rhodes, The Wagonmas- 
ters as a band, and each indi- 
vidual Wagonmaster as a great 
instrumentalist.” 

Secondly, Wagoner re- 
marked that he prefers having 
full control over the content 
presented to his audiences. 
“Ours has always been a family 
show, and we believe we can 
give any audience its fill of 
good quality entertainment. And 
I believe that whatever happens 
on stage reflects on us, even if 
we left the auditorium an hour 
ago. And it reflects on the in- 
dustry we love. Now we'll have 
the chance to concentrate on 
making this a show for the en- 
tire family, all ages, all sexes.” 

Wagoner also announced that 
a “totally complete’ publicity 
service has been designed ex- 
clusively for him to assist all 
local buyers in their promotion 
of The Porter Wagoner Show. 
Wagoner said, “With it we can 
do all but a very small portion 
of the local buyer’s publicity 
work. Or we can simply provide 
him with whatever assistance 
he wants. It’s revolutionary, 
and it’s something that country 
music has needed for years.” 
The in-the-field publicity service 
was designed by Paul W. Soel- 
berg in Nashville. Soelberg is 
publicist and public relations 
manager for Wagoner, Dolly 
Parton, and the various enter- 
prises of music industry execu- 
tive Jack Clement. 

Details of the show itself 
were further explained by Don 
Warden, who, with Wagoner, 
formed The Wagonmasters 20 
years ago. “‘We’ll be expanding 
what we’ve been doing on stage 
for many years. In other words, 


‘ 


we'll be able to give the audi- 
ence more of Porter, Dolly, 
their duets, Buck Trent, Mack 
Magaha, Speck Rhodes, and all 
the rest of The Wagonmasters. 
A lot of country music has been 
made by these people, and their 
acts have never been hotter. A 
stage show should make a sin- 
cere attempt to cover an act’s 
major accomplishments of past 
years, and for Porter and Dolly 
to do this, they need more time 
on stage!”

25 Million Dollar 
Park Under Construction 


A $25 million entertainment- 
recreation park is being devel- 
oped in Nashville, Tennessee, 
called Opryland U.S.A., ‘The 
Home of American Music.” 

The 369-acre complex, which 
will open April 29, 1972, will be 
the future site of the Grand Ole 
Opry House. Opryland U.S.A. 
will highlight American Music 
in unique entertainment areas, 
with emphasis on live musical 
shows. 

Areas to be included in the 
park will be a section devoted 
to country music, folk music, 
jazz and blues, western music 
and contemporary music. These 
entertainment areas will resem- 
ble the locales where the partic- 
ular type of music was ‘“‘born.” 
There will be a New Orleans 
setting for jazz and blues, a hill 
country town for folk music, a 
western town for western mu- 
sic, and a mod, mod city for the 


contemporary music. Country 
music will be highlighted in the 
Opry Plaza portion of the park. 


All the shows, rides, attrac- 
tions and restaurants will be 
designed to give the visitors a 
feeling of being in totally unique 
musical villages. 


Although the major enter- 
tainment emphasis will be on 
live musical shows to portray 
the fun and excitement of 


American music, there will be 
selected thrill rides, an animal 
petting farm, a children’s enter- 
tainment area and throughout 
the heavily wooded site there 
will be animal habitat areas 
with wild animals indigenous to 
the Southeast. 

A 105-acre commercial dis- 
trict called OpryTown with 
motels, restaurants, shops and 
other services is planned for the 
project.

President 
Eisenhower remained one of 
the Center’s most steadfast 
supporters until his death in 
1969, and Presidents Kennedy, 
Johnson and Nixon also lended 
their total support and influ- 
ence in making it a reality. 


It is anticipated that an- 
nouncement of additional Coun- 
try Music artists’ appearances 
will be made in the near fu- 
ture.
